Tbe sendal (the word la Teralan) waa 
evidently the ••rlglual covering for the 
feet over all souther*, and eastern 
Asia, while the afcue w» probably lo- 
trodttred Into India J>y tbe Feralana 
Afgh.'tns and MoCn^got*. together with 
the qfp tilted’’ (Hlttlte and Etruscan) 
boot 

Both are usually made In India of 
leather/ but never of pigskin, and. 
while the shoes n^gnlwnys colored red 
or yellow, the lioots are generally 
brightly particolored, both among tbe 
upper rtrusia being also richly em¬ 
broidered In gold and silver and varie¬ 
gated silk thread and with bangles, 
bugles and seed pearls after the man¬ 
ner of the ancient Persian boot* rep¬ 
resented on Greek vaaes. 

But. of howipver rare and costly elab¬ 
oration, tbe invariable rule Is to re¬ 
move them after entering a private 
bouse Jnst when stepping on tp th* 
mat or carpet on which the Tlgltor 
takes hit seat. They most be cast off. 
tbe right boot or shoe first, before the 
worshiper enters a temple or moaqoe. 
and It Is still regarded as an absolute 
profanation to attempt to enter either 
fully shod.—London Atbemuom.
